fold advamage with reipeét to their Promotion ip 
in the Srate ; the Protection of their Cliencs ; the 
Delight, which the common pevpie took in hearing 
Eloquent Speeches; and the irrefiltible force of 
their Harangues, by which they coud Carry almog 
what they pleas d.As thofe of Preror and Conful were 
the Principal Employmenrs, fo thofe OfficespsNe. 
ceffarily requicd the (ual:fications of an Orator, 
And as it was the office of the Tribunes of the Peo. 
pie to Protect the Commons ffm the Infuirs of the 
Nobility, fo Tney coud be no ways gualified to 
Difcharge thei Office, who were not Converfant 
inthe Exercife of the Bar. Nay, thofe Youths, 
who were Intended for the Army, tho the Gown 
and the Sword teem fo widely diferent, cou'd nor 
reafonably expect an Honourable Poft, rill they had 
Previoufly obtain'd a competent reputation in the 
Foum, And therefore 1 is Gbierv'd, thar there wag 
feldem any Perfon Eminentin Arms, but what was 
allo an able Barrefter. Julius C.clar buntelf that 
Victorious General, had {carcely a Superior at the 
Bar, excepting Cicero, Excepting that Crcere, who 
ow'd it Principally ro his Uncommon Eloquence, 
that he pafsd thro’ all the Confiderabie Employ. 
ments of the State with fuch wonderful applante, 
Pompey the Great, tho he deciin’d Pleading during 
the Inrermiffions cof War, after he had made a 4. 
gure inthe World, yet he ow’'d his firft Rite to the 
common Method. And the Excellent Defer ce which 
he made foryhimfelf, under an Accufation, whweas 
yet but a Beardiefs Boy, pav'd the way to his afer 
Greatnefs. And tho’ he obtain’d not the Command 
of the Ariny, in the Mithridatic War, by his Own, 
he yet obraind it by Another's Eloquence, 

We cannot therefore wonder, that as foon as 
Children were fic for a Grammar School, it was _ 
their Principal butnefs to learn how ro {peak well, 
And to infpire them with an Inclination for the Bar, 
they were commanded to repeat the Twelve Tables, 
which containd the Roman Laws. And that the Ex- 
ercife of the Forum might afterwards be look’d upon 
as their Diverfion as well as Bufinefs.ic was a com- 


‘mon Play among them to Plead Caules before cho- 


fen Judges of their own Companions, to Accufe one 
another, and Commit the Guilry. As there were 
Profeflors of Rhetoric, fo the Roman Youths were 


obiigd to give a conftant attendance on the Pub- 


'ck Lectures. At 17 years of age they made a 
{olen entrance on the ftudy of Pleading,and chole 
for their Patrern fome famous Orator of Greece, 


fuch as Demofthenes, Alfchines, &c. according as. 
their Genius led them. |
